Traveling Correspondence. 


In the latter part of the last week of Feb. 
ruary the “ latter rains” began to fall upon 
the mountains: some days earlier than on 
the plains. For eight days the storm con- 
tinued, night and day, without an hour's 
Closcly wrapped in Iudia rub- 
ber, it is not entirely unpleasant to travel at 
such atime. You feel defiant of the storm. 
Your strong-footed California horse resolute- 
ly fords the swollen, rocky creeks. The 
mountains are grand and gloomy in their

_~ One afternoon was peculiarly stormy; 


apd almost the only man I met was a Meth. 
odist minister going to fill a distant appoint- 
ment. On Shaw's Flat, near Sonora, I saw, 
some five months ago, the beginning of a 
log mecting house, of respectable plan and 
size.* This time 1 found the shavings out 
the door, and was called upon to fulfill a 
promise. The house must be dedicated. 
The building of this little church, of rude 
materials indeed, but neatly finished, and 
capable of scating sixty or cighty persons, 
is an example worthy of imitation. <A 
Dutchman from the State of New York, by 
the name of Depuy, on his way to this land, 
determined if his life was spared, to aid in 


securing, as carly as practicable, wherever 


he might be, a house of worship which 
should be open to all evangelical ministers. 

Sitting at meal ye one Sabbath in his 
cabin, he heard sifging under the oaks near 
by. He went out with others and listened 
toasermon. The project of a little church, 
to be built under those same trees, was im- 
mediately conccived and proposed: and the 
minister, Mr. Gridley, whose sermon first 
consecrated the ground, was present to 
share in the services which dedicated the 
house. Long may the builder and his 


friends worship in the log church; and 
may other individuals follow this example, 
until every town of the State shall have its 
house, inviting tothe presence among his 
scattered people, of Him who would have us 
here also build Him, at least, a tabernacle.

There evidently was a time when the Gol- 


den Gate had not been opened and the. 


country was sometimes or constantly cover- 
ed with water, back to the mountains.— 
Were only the aperture now very narrow, 
such a sudden quantity of rain rolling down, 
with melted snow from that breadth of moun- 
tains, would be pretty sure to give us a com- 
plete inundation. As it is, the lower por- 
tions of the plains by the rivers are well 


flooded. 
From the French camp to Stockton we 


passed in a sail boat, running a part of the 
way directly across the land over tulare 
rushes, where a mass of water lies heavy 
with a depth of several feet. And so it is 
for thousands of acres, vast shects around 
these rivers. Yet, on the higher portions of 
the plains, so porous is the ground, that the 
roads are almost uninjured, and instead of 
sailing over tules, you ride through banks 
of flowers of richest hue and sweetest fra- 
grance, such as Layard describes on the 
plains of the Tigris, where a dog cannot 
wallow without receiving the dye of a thou- 
sand hues. Here, also, the farthest plain 
glimmers with their gayety, and the air has 
all the sweetness without the deadness of

The snows of the first part of last week 
terminated in powerful storms of rain, and 
the torrents for some six or seven days 
were nearly or quite equal to those of 
the carly rains of December. All the ra- 
vines poured out swollen streams. Every 
depression between the—hills ran in glad 
profusion. The very atmosphere scemed 
to liquify and run itself in drifting, reeking 


alarming frequency here this winter. Out 
of twelve or thirteen funerals, which I have 
been called upon to attend within three 
months past, nine of the deaths probably 
can be traced directly to intemperance! 
Disease once fastened upon the inebriate, 
and it is all over with him. No recupera- 
tive power of his own nature, so much sin- 
ned against, and no kind attentions of 
friends, which, alas! he seldom meets, can 
save him from his fate. Did the “ friends at 
home,” know what we know here, tears 
could not assuage their- grief in view of 
many deaths which occur in this land. 

The “Sons of Temperance ” have just or- 
ganized a Division of their Order here, num- 
bering nineteen, which promises to be a val- 
uable auxiliary in the work of saving those 
going in the way of death. And inall parts 
of the mountains similar associations would 
no doubt be productive of great good. 

I have just received from Mr. Nevins, the 

agent of the American Tract Society in 
your city,a copy of the Cuitp’s Paper, a 
new publication issued monthly at Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and New Orleans. 
I wish San Francisco, had been added. We 
need such a paper to place in the hands of 
every child on this coast. At least 5000 
copies ought to circulate here. Its mechan- 
ical execution is unrivalled, and in all re- 
spects, it is superior to any single publica- 
tion with which [ am acquainted. 
. The matter of “ claims” to lands, agricul- 
tural and mineral, is one well calculated to 
attract notice soon. The real prosperity of 
this region, and of all others where I am 
acquainted, both in and out of the moun- 
tains, is much retarded by “ claimants” who 
neither vecupy nor unprove what they wish to 
hold. The whole country is overrun by 
such. They are men who do not love work, 
and like the dog in the manger, they are 
ever found opposed to all who wish to profit 
by what nature has placed within reach. 
Go where you may over these mountains 
and ravines, “stakes’” meet you at every 
turn. No one is at work—no onc has even 
“prospected” there. But let a stranger set 
foot on the “claim,” and mastiff like, from 
some covert comes forth the indolent and 
unprincipled “ claimant,” to order him off. 
“This is my claim, and if you get it you 
must do it over my dead body.” “Ill lay 
my carcass on it, J will. I'm a shooting 
man, Zam,” &c. &c. | 

The object in these cases is to sell out. 
Too little inclined to work themselves, such 
men desire “ laboring men” to toil for them, 
and thus they clog the progress of things in 
every part of the mines. It is their trade, 
their business for a livelihood. In every 
ravine, or gulch, on every quartz hill or 
mountain, they have “staked out a claim,” 
and with volleys of oaths they are ready to 
affirm of each of these that “i is the only 
claim they ever took up in the country, and 
the only one they ever expect to hold.”

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or at least this.portion of it. How much we 
need the presence and the active influence 
of christians! It is likely that improvement 
is constantly going on, but I regret to find 
in not a few cases, worse principles and worse 
practices in those recently arrived, than are to 
be met with in the oldest residents of the 
country. Not many would do in the older 
States acts they freely engage in without 
a blush on their arrival here. And some 
“go home” from here, where they have 
lived like “ publicans and sinners,” to be 
received again into the “communion and 
fellowship” of the churches there, because 
they have returned, “ safe and sound,” not 
like the prodigal, but With some few thou- 
sands of the “shining/dust!” for which they 
have periled here both soul and body! 


Likeness to Christ the Test of Per- 
sonal Christianity. 


It is a marked illustration of the adapt- 
edness of the Gospel to the nature of man, 
that it propounds few special outward tests 
of Christian character ; that it makes a per 
sonal likeness. to Christ the crowning test. 
Addressing itself as it does to men of all 
races and classes, of all varieties of attain- 
ment, in all the diversities of situation, it 
would be dangerous for it to delineate mi- 
nutely the forms of life becoming the Be- 
liever, Men are not created precisely 
alike, There are differences of original 
constitution and structure, as well as vast 
differences of education and circumstances ; 
and therefore the attempt to bring all to 
answer the same minute description would 
be intrinsically impracticable, as well as 
ethically improper. Its only result would 
be to lead men either into excessive confi- 
dence on the one hand, or excessive de- 
spondency on the other ; and in either case, 
into an inactivity fatal-to all true excellence 
or advancement. 

It ig an admirable thing in the Gospel, 
therefore, that it does no such thing; that 
it recognizes the individuality of men, and 
accepts their permanent personal qualities ; 
no more demanding that by conversion 
their minds or their natures shall become 
precisely similar, than that the features of 
‘their countenances shall be remoulded. It 
is a. serious Religion; and yet it does not 
discard the man of playfulness and wit. It 
is a hopeful Religion; yet it does not re- 
quire the constitutionally timid to deny or 
to transform his original nature. It is a 
social Religion ; yet the reserved man may 
freely accept its invitations. It will tend 
imperceptibly to melt away his reserve, and 
by subliming his heart in the power of a 
new and more glorious affection to ally him 
with other Christians in close union ; but 
it does not directly recast his nature. [tis 
a Religion of fixed and rigorous principle, 
which commands a man always to order 
his ways wisely; yet it readily welcomes 
to the acceptance of its yoke the most im- 
pulsive ; and from his very impulsiveness it 
sometimes draws its sweetest tribute. It is 
a benevolent Religion ; having its clement 
in- Love; yy the naturally liberal and the 
naturally grasping may both and equally 
fulfil its requirements. 

But while the Gospel is thus without 
minute descriptions ‘of the Christian walk, 
it is far from being destitute of discrimina- 
ting energy. It demands certain spiritual 
acts and exercises as initial and essential to 
the Christian life; without the personal 
experience of which, one cannot obtain 
acceptance with God, through Jesus Christ. 
It propounds distinguishing principles of 
character, and so of life, which result of 
necessity from the very nature of christian- 
ity; and which are therefore universally 
applicable to Believers. ‘These principles 
are all vividly expressed in the one require- 
ment ; rsonal Likeness to Christ, the 
Lord. his likeness, where produced, is 
the consummate flower of Christian influ- 
ences. ‘This likeness is always insisted on 
by the Gospel. And so, while avoiding too 

t minuteness of requirement, it preserves 
itself from the least appearance of laxity. 
While fitted for universal diffusion and su- 

cy, itis the most stringent of all re- 
ees in its demands on its followers; as 
much more so, indeed, than every other, as 
the Law of God is more exalted than man’s; 
as the eternal equity, expressed by Christ, 
is more lofty and pure than the dictates of 
human passion and pride. It allows no 
man to be confident in himself; but incal- 
cates always humility and self-scrutiny. It 
allows no man to be censorious towards 
others; bat teaches him to seek for the 
spirit of Christ, under many imperfections 
of the outward form. It lets no man rest 
in any past fulfilment of duty ; bat says to 
him always, “If any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his,” and 
thus stimulates him continually to new en- 
deavors, new pressing toward the mark, 
new urgency of effort in making his calling 
and election sure. Being 
with no ceremonious and outward o : 
anee, laying all its requirement on the heart 
within, its sublime morality can never be- 
come obsolete ; it will abide, not while the 
| world stands only, but while Christ lives, 
and the Soal lives, as his subject and friend.

impurity ; but by the spirit of Love in the 
heart, consistently, warmly, continuously 
expressed. In that is demonstrated the 
personal experience of the forces of Christi- 
anity. In that is given the signal evidence 
of the divinity of the Gospel.—N. Y. Inde.

Education. 


Men of wealth, of learning, pour instruc- 


struction upon the heads of the people; you 
owe them that baptism. Look at that boy 
in the gutter! hatless, shoeless; he is a part | 
of our king, and a part of our sovereignty. 
Should he not receive a sovereign’s educa- 
tion! Should he not be prepared for the 
throne our institutions have given him! 
There is a gem in every human form—let 
the diamond be polished, and it will shine in 
truth and beauty. ‘l'each and habituate the 
people to make a right use of the faculties 
which God has given them, and then trust 
them fearlessly to themselves. 

“Uneducated mind is educated vice,” 
for God made man to know. He is the 
creature of instruction; for in a right edu- 
cation there is a divine alchemy which turns 
all the baser part of man’s nature into gold. 

We are told by the ancients, that as soon 
as the first rays of the morning sun fell up- 
pon the statute of Memnon, it sent up music. 
lt is after the first rays of knowledge fall 
upon man that his nature discourses harmo- 
ny—all before is the darkness of barbarisin. 

All can see that wickedness leads to mis- 
ery, yet very few find out that which is 
equally certain, that ignorance leads to mis- 
ery, anf misery to wickedness. Dr. John- 
son was once asked, “Who is the most 
miserable man?” and the reply of the sage 
was, “That man who can not read on a 
rainy day.” ‘The writer was once passing 
through a park, and saw nailed to one of 
the trees this warning: “ All dogs found in 
this park will be shot.” A friend who was 
with us remarked, “ Unless dogs can read, 
they are pretty badly offhere.” Now God 
has not only written his laws upon the trees, 
but in the stars and in the tlowers; Lis 
laws are about and beneath us; on our 
right hand and on our left; and if a man_is 
not able to read, he is pretty badly off here. 

A maxim of more truth and foree than 
any other I ever remember to have seen, 
was thrown out by a British statesinan, a 
man who in learning was vivid, varied, and 
philosophica', and who in conversation 
threw out more gems, sparkling and _brilli- 
ant as they came, than any other man of his 
age. His profound apothegm was, that 
“ Education is the cheap defence of nations;” 
and if | might put a truism by the side of 
this, | would say it is cheaper to educate 
the infant mind than to support the aged 
criminal. Yes,:-bestow the pence on com- 
mon schools, and save the pounds on pris- 
ons. 

“The ignorant child, left to grow up 
darkening into the deeper ignorance of man- 
hood, with all its jealousies and narrow 
mindedness, and its superstitions, and its 
penury of enjoyments; poor, amid the in- 
tellectual and moral riches of the universe ; 
blind, in this splendid temple which God 
has lighted up, aud famishing, amid the pro- 
fusions of Omnipotence.” 

* Oh, woe for those who trample on the mind 

That fearful thing! They know not what they do 

Nor what they deal with— 

To lay rude hands upon God's mysteries there.”

Exacceration.—lIt there be any one 
mannerism that is universal among man- 
kind, it is that of coloring too highly the 
things we describe. We cannot be content 
with a simple relation of truth—we must 
exaggerate, we must have a “little too much 
red in the brush.” Who ever heard of a 
dark night that was not “ piteh dark” —of 
horse !"—or of a miry road that was not 
“up to the knee!” We would walk “ fifty 
miles on foot” to see that man who never 
caricatures the subject ou which he speaks. 
But where is such a man to be found! 
From “rosy morn to dewy eve,” in our 
conversation we are constantly outraging 
the truth. If somewhat wakeful in the 
night, “we have scarcely had a wink of 
sleep.” If our sleeves get a little damp in 
a shower, we are “wet as if dragged through 
a brook ;” if a breeze blow up while we 
are in the “chops of the channel,” the 
waves are sure to “run mountains high ;” 
and if a man grow rich, we all say that “he 
rolls in money.” No later than yesterday 
a friend, who would shrink frou wilful mis- 
re tations, told us hastily, as he pass- 


, that the newspaper had “nothing in it 
but advertisements. 


We hear much talk of the Maine Law as 
interfering with men’s natural rights, sub- 
jecting them to inquisitorial searches, re- 
ducing the profits of landlords, breaking up 
the business of distillers, &c., but no man 
has ever yet asserted, so far as we have 
seen or heard, that Crime, Misery, Pauper- 
ism, Vagrancy and the other fearfully in- 
creasing social evils of our time, would be 
increased by the passage of the act de- 
manded by our Legislature by the prayers 
of over 200,000 petitioners. On the con- 
trary, if the Rumsellers themselves were 
examined successively and compelled to 
make answer on oath— Do you not be- 
‘lieve that our Jails, Prisons, and Puor- 
‘ Houses would be largely depopulated by 
‘the passage of the Maine Law (’—we be- 
lieve a majority of them would be con- 
strained to answer, ‘ We do” 

Of what avail, then, are vague Abstrac- 
tions in the presence of such fearful facts 
as the Rum Traffic involves { Men in thou- 
sands are burning up their bodies and burn- 
ing out their souls with the liquid madness, 
which fills their homes with unspeakable 
wretchedness and dooms their children to 
shame, destitution and vice; yet we stand 
pattering over foggy generalities as ifit were 
a question concerning the rings of Saturn 
or the mountains in the moon. 

We protest against this cold-blooded way 
of viewing the matter. ‘The question on 
which our legislators are called to pass in 
considering the Maine Law concerns the 
happiness of families, the prevalence of Vice 
or Virtue, the safety of human life. Of the 
last hundred murders in our State, it is 
perfectly within bounds to say that ninety 
would never have been perpetrated but for 
Intoxicating Liquors. Of the sixteen hun- 
dred criminals in our State Prisons, fully 
seven-eighths are either the children of 
drunkards, or themselves maddened by li- 
quor when they were first impelled to erime. 
Of the eighteen thousand persons in‘ one 
year arrested on charges of crime and mis- 
demeanor, less than fifty were Total Absti- 
nents, while a large majority were excessive 
drinkers. Of the denizens of our Alms- 
House, nine-tenths have cither been tipplers 
or were reduced to want by the tippling of 
others. Our gaming-houses and haunts of 
infamy float their victims to perdition on a 
river of strong drink, without which they 
could searcely and but meagerly exist. 
Yet, in full view of these appalling facts, 
journalists coolly chop logic about the 
perils of excessive legislation, the proneness 
of law-makers to intermeddle with what is 
none of their business, &c. ‘They might as 
well call on our firemen to listen to a grace- 
ful and silvery-toned speech in the midst of 
a vast and spreading conflagration. 

Patriot! you profess to love your coun- 
try, and are ready to pour out your blood 
in her defense. But * He that ruleth his 
spirit is greater than he that taketh a city ;’ 
and a People who have thoroughly con- 
quered their own vicious appetites need 
fear no foreign enemy. The general adop- 
tion ofthe Maine Law by our States would 
add more to the strength, wealth, vigor, in- 
dustry and prosperity of our Union than a 
new Bunker Hill or half a dozen Buena 
Vistas. Help us for your Country’s sake, 
to carry the Maine Law ! 

Christian ! when you pray ‘ Thy kingdom 
come, do you really mean any thing! How 
is the kingdom of God to come except 
through the banishment and overthrow of 
social and moral evils? Can it ever really 
come into a world filled with grogshops 
and their eoncomitants unless these shall be 
cleared out to make way for it! How can 
you be indifferent or sluggish in view of the 
contest now in progress ! 

Moralists of all creeds, reformers of all 
shades, Philanthropists of every name or 
nature, we claim your assistance, we ask 
your earnest and active co-operation. The 
triumph of this cause requires effort and 
sacrifice, but it is richly worth them. Help 
us to carry the Maite Law !—WN. Y. Tribune.

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INTERVENTION IM BEHALF OF OREECE. 


Scio was one of the ichest, and 
most beautiful islands of the Grecian Ar- 
chipelago. It contained, at the commence- 
ment of the Greek revolation, 120,000 in- 
habitants. Extensive commerce brought to 
the island the treasares of the East and 
West, and her opulent families; refined in 
manners by European travel, and with 
minds highly cultivated, afforded the most 
intelligent and fascinating society of the 
East. Schools flourished upon the island, 
and richly endowed colleges were crowded 


with Grecian youth. traveler, lured 
by the moonlight of that glorious tlime to 
an evening stroll through the streets of Scio, 


heard from the dwellings of the wealthy 
Greeks, the tones of the piano and guitar, 
touched by fingers skilled -in all the polite 
accomplishments. Many of these families 
were living in the enjoyment of highly cul- 
tivated minds and ished manners, ren- 
dered doubly attractive by all the establish- 
ments of wealth. 

The Grecian revolt extended to this is- 
land, and. Saltan Mahmoud resolved upon 
signal vengeanee. He proclaimed to all 
the desperadoes of the Bosphorus, that the 
inhabitants of Scio, male and female, with | 
all their possessions, were to be entirely 
surrendered to the adventurers who would 
embark for its destriction. Ten thousand 
assassins, the very refuse of creation, were 
collected; and thousands followed on in 
schooners, sloops, and fishing boats, swell- 
ing the number to fifteen thousand men, to 
join in the sack and carnage. 

it was a lovely afternoon in the month of 
April, 1822, when the fleet was seen on the 
bosom of the Augean, approaching Scio. It 
anchored in the bay, and immediately vom- 
ited forth upon those ill-fated shores the 
murderous hordes called for their destruc- 
tion. Who can imagine the horrors of the 
night which ensued? The brutal mob, fren- 
zied with licentiousness,‘ were let loose, 
with unrestrained liborty, to glut their ven- 
geance. ‘The city was fired in every direc- 
tion. Indiscriminate massacre ensued. 

Men, women, and children were shot 
down without mercy. Every house was 
entered, every apartment ransacked. The 
cimeter and pistol of the Turk were every- 
where busy. ‘The frantic cries of the per- 
ishing rose above the roar of the artillery 
and masketry, and the clamor of the onset. 
Mothers and daughters, in despair, rushed 
into the flames of their burning dwellin 
And thus, for six days and nights, did 
dreadful work of extermination continue, 
till the city and the island of Scio were a 
heap of ruins. 

Several thousand of the youth of both 
sexes were saved to be sold as slaves. The 
young men, taken from the literary seclu- 
sion and intellectual refinement of the col- 
lege of Scio, were sold to the degrading 
servitude of hopeless bondage. The young 
ladies, taken from the parlors of their opu- 
lent parents, from the accomplishments of 
highly cultivated life, aud who had visited 
the refined circles of London and Paris, 
who had been brought up as delicately, says 
au English writer, “ as luxuriously, and al- 
most as intellectually, as those of the same 
classes among ourselves, became the pro- 
perty of the most ferocious and licentious 
outcasts of the human race.” 

Forty-one thousand were thus carried in- 
to slavery. For weeks and months they 
were sold, through all the marts of the 
Turkish empire, like cattle in the shambles. 

As the fleet returned to Constantinople, 
from its murderous excursion, the whole 
city was on the alert to witness the trium- 
phant entrance. As the leading ship round- 
ed the point of land which brought it into 
view, many captured Greeks were seen 
standing on the deck, with ropes around 
their necks, and suddenly they were strung 
up to the bowsprit and yard-arm, struggling 
in the agonies of death. And thus, as ship 
after ship turned the point, the struggling 
forms of dying men swung in the breeze. 
These were the horrid orfaments and tro- 
phies of barbarian triumphs. 

In view of them, the very shores of the 
Bosphorus seemed to be shaken by the 
explosion of artillery, and by the exulting 
shouts of the millions of inhabitants who 
thronged the streets of Constantinople, Pe- 
ra, and Scutari. 


These outrages, however, terminated the 
sway of the Turk over the Greek. They 
aroused through all Europe a universal cry 


of horror and detestation. The sympathy 
of the people was so intense, that the gov- 
ernments of England and Franee could no 
longer refuse to interfere. ‘Their fleets were

Weare removed from the strong 
sectarian fedling which has grown up and 
become inflexible in older socicties, where 
its principal strength is‘joften derived from 
circumstances merely local. We liave no 
history of past misunderstandings, differen- 
ces and wrongs treasured up to complain 
of. There have here occurred no uptcar- 
ings and rendings of society, resulting in 
prolonged and ill-tempered discussions. 

The most fruitful causes of these thi: gs 

_‘have not yet madetheir appearance, For 
this reason it is now the most_proper time to 
point to the great advantage of perpetuating 
the present state of things and guarding 
against the contrary. 

We by no means belicve that Christians 

should seck to abandon denominational or- 


ganizations and break up the thousand sa-~ 


‘-cred associations clustering around the 
churches of their choice, but we do firmly 
believe that the continuance of peace and 
harmony may be secured, as long as the 
various cenominations fulfill their relations 
to cach other, in a Christian spirit. 

Each of these religious societies is a budy 
by itself, having rights and feelings of its 
own, that ought to be regarded by all the 
others. Placed side by side as they are, 
and connected and mingled as the people 
are who belong to them, in all the social re- 
lations of life, no one should for a moment 
presume to pursuc a course of action re- 
gardless of the rights and feclings of the 


‘ others. To draw an analogy from civil so- 


ciety, there is such a thing as_ inter-denomi- 
national law, as well as international law. Like 
the latter, it is unwritten, and its execution 
depends upon the common consent of those 
who are to derive benefit from it. And it is 
full as necessary to the peace and harmony 


_ of neighboring religious societies, as is in- 


ternational law to the pcace of the world. 
It has been sometimes the case that a sin- 
gle denomination in some place has felt and 
acted publicly and privately as if there 
were no others. Or if the existence of oth- 
ers has been recognized unwillingly now 
and then, it has been as if they were hard- 
iy worthy of that notice. , 

Now if this, or any thing like this, were 
to be the common course pursued by the 
various religious denominations, what divi- 
sions, strifes, and commotions would it en- 
gender. Think fora moment what would 
be the result if the different nations of the 
world should allow such a spirit to dictate 
their conduct toward each other. Let every 
nation set itself up in that independence 
that recognizes none of the rights, or even 
prejudices of others,— and what scenes 
would follow! How long before the world 
would be one universal scene of war and 
bloodshed! And does not Christianity 
cause its believers to be regardful of the 
rights and feelings of others, as the common 
principles of good neighborhood cause civ- 
il societies to be. Are the “children of this 
world” in this respect also, “ wiser than the 
children of light?’ Must we be driven, by 
the course pursucd by religious denomina- 
tions, to any such monstrous conclusion as 
this ? | 
~ Werepeat that the Christian denomina- 
tions in this State have a fair opportunity 
to show from the beginning, unembarrassed 
by any past occurrences, the truc spirit of 

_ Christianity in their treatment of each oth- 
er. The beginning has been thus far pro. 
pitious, having been marked by very little 
that should occasion regret. 
therefore, let those who are striving to du 
good by buildi 
tions along with others in our towns and vil- 
lages, bind themselves strictly to the princi- 
ple of the Golden Rule, and on no account 


treat anotherchurch as they in like circum. | 


‘stances would not wish to be treated, and 
the disgraceful quarrels which have grown 
up in some other States, will never be re- 
peated here. Let each denomination do its 
own work in its own way, as cnergctically 
as its members please,—but when they are 
doing that which affects others, Ict them ex- 
hibit a fraternal spirit towards them, and 
studiously avoid appearing carcluss of their 
feelings. 

And let no individual christian forget that 
he hava sharo of the responsibility in this 
work of peace. It is the solemn duty of 
every christian man to frown upon and dis- 
cuuntenance the first attempt to push for- 
ward one denomination without regard ‘to 
others. Come from what quarter it may, 
those who undertake to do such a thing 
ought to feel at once the rebuke of the whole 
christian community.

Our fear is the want of present 
accommodations, opportunities for labor and 
means of livelihood, for such gathering 
hosts. Our resources cannot be developed 
fast enough. Trade will be overdone; 
green hands wiil throng the mines with 
nothing to do—no claims that will pay; 
crowds will scek employment in our towns 
in vain. So soon as the large multitudes 
arrive from the plains we shall painfully 
witness all these things. Thousands will 
come to certain disappointment, discourage- 
ment, and disgust. We already forsee in- 
evitable reaction. We can now do najhing 
to prevent it. | 

What we have needed, what we still wish, 
is, a steady coming of families, to become 
permanent inhabitants—staying, at least, 
long enough, and working steadily enough, 
to bring out and profit largely the riches of 
the land. Our population ought to be doub- 
led forthwith, by the coming of women and 
children to join the men already here ; and 
to make homes, where people now only s/ay. 
We hope to see it so increased ere long. 
The men who come now, not less than in 
previous years, should be hardy men—men 
who can endure—whose spirits nothing can 
bear down, whose energy never flags, who 
can shift for themselves, and not burden. 
their fricnds—and‘can work on alone and 
unassisted, and never complain. 

Nearly all the professions in California, 
have been, for a long time, much more than 
full, except the clerical ; and, in some sort of 
connection with this last, there have becn 
here unique specimens of men, whose numb- 
er will not be increased. A broken-winded, 
“ everlasting-candidate,” or milk-and-water, 
clergyman, as a clergyman, can neither aid 
the cause of religion, nor do us credit, nor 
help himself, at present, in California. As 
a man, he can make his way with the rest.

Five Sabbaths in February is an unusual 
circumstance ; and I write to speak of the 
weather on the first Sabbath, as you often 
refer to the glorious weather of California, 
as well as the severe storms, which must be 
very different from any thing gxperienced 
while I was there. Yesterday we had a 
strong southeast wind, a. very humid and 
chilly atmosphere; last night snow and 
slect, and this morning a perfectly glazed 
surface, admonishing every pedestrian to 
keep right end up, which is no easy matter. 
The side walk in front of St. Paul’s Church 
is occupied with a crowd of people the most 
of the time, looking ata vast painting on 
canvas, covering one story of the entire 
front of Barnum’s Museum. The canvas is 
divided into nine or ten different family 
scenes, as represented in the play of Tue 
BotTLE—commencing wtih the introduction 
of the bottle at dinner—a happy family— 
and so following through the various stages 
of declination—through poverty, disgrace, 
murder, incarceration in the prison. The 
figures are large, the painting is well col- 
ored, and well expressed for one of its kind, 
the grooping good—under each one,printed 
remarks and exclamations of the parties 
corresponding to the scene. The scenic ef- 
fect must be good, as it attracts constant at- 
tention from the passing thousands, though 
it has been hanging there for a number of 
weeks.

And were it oth- 
erwise, could we thus carry down to dis- 
tant ages the recollection of our existence, 
it were surely childish to waste the cuer- 
vies of an immortal spirit in the effort to 
make itknown to other times, that a being, 
whose name was written with certain let- 
ters of the alphabet, once lived, and flour- 
ished, and died. Neitherseulptured marble 
nor stately column can reveal to other ages 
the lineaments of the spirit; and these 
alone can embalm our memory in the hearts 
of a grateful posterity. As the stranger 
stands beneath the dome of St. Paul's, or 
treads, with religious awe, the silent aisles 
of Westminster Abbey, the sentiment which 
is breathed from every object around him 
is, the utter emptiness of sublunary glory. 
The fine arts, obedient to private affection 
or public gratitude, have here embodied, in 
every form, the finest conceptions of which 
their age was capable. Each one of these 
monuments has been watered by the toars 
of the widow, the orphan, or the patriot. 
But generations have passed away, and 
mourners and mourned have sunk together 
into forgetfulness. ‘The aged crone, or the 
smooth-tongued beadle, as now he hurries 
you through aisles and chapel, utters, with 
measured cadence, and unmeaning tone, 
for the thousandth time, the name and line- 
“ge of the once honored dead, and then 
gladly dismisses you, to repeat again his 
well-conned lesson to another group of idle 
passers-by. Such, in its most august form, 
is all the immortality that matter can con- 
fer. It is by what we ourselves have done, 


and not by what others have done for us, iy 


that we shall be remembered by after ages. 
[t is by thought that has aroused our intel- 
lect from its slumbers, which has “ given 
lustre to virtue, and dignity to truth,” or 
by those examples which have inflamed our 
souls with the love of goodness, and not by 
means of sculptured marble, that we hold 
communion with Shakespeare and Milton, 
with Johnson and Burke, with Howard and 
Wilberforce.

From an extra Polenesian, ot March 8th, 
reccived through the politeness of Rev, 
C. Dainon, of Hondlulu, we learn the par- 
iculars of a new eruption on Mount Mavue 
Loa, which is likely to prove one of the most 
extensive that/has taken place on those Ie 
lands within the memory of man. : 

The description is from the terse pen of 
Rev. T. Coan:— ~_.. 

Hiro, Feb, 21st, 1852. 

Dear Sin,—The old lion is again out of 
his den, his eyes flash fire, and his roar is 
awful. 


On the 17th inst., at 20 minutes past 3 
A. M., a small beacon light appeared on the 
summit of Mauna Loa. ‘This light increa- 
sed until it looked like a rising moon. In 
half an hoar, brilliant colamns of lava shot 
ainst the heavens, aud a general burst 
of blood red fusion poured out of the same 
orifice apparently, which disgorged such 
awful floods in 1843. We were awakened 
at about 4 o’clock and saw a glare of light 
streaming our windows, dur first 
thought was that some building near us was 
on fire, but on rising we soon perceived that 
the whole summit of the mountain was ir- 
radiated, and that a vast furnace was there 
glaring with vehement heat. ‘The molten 

od rolled down the side of the mountain 
so rapidly that in two hours we judged its 

ogress to have been 15 miles, the whole 
glaring with great brilliancy. This 
flow continued through the day, but with 
decreasing energy. became sluggish at 
night, -— the next day, or after 24 hours, 


no traces of it were visible from the station, | F 


no smoke by day and no fire by night. 
This was a damper. We had thought of 
paying a visit to the scene of action; but 
when the action ceased our pedestrian de- 
sires ceased also. ‘Thus we slept. 

But our slambers were soon broken. At 
six o’clock 4. m., on the 20th (yesterday) 


we perceived fire issuing from the side of 


the mountain toward Hilo, and about half 
way down the mount. ‘This lateral erater 
soon became intensely active, = out a 
gory flood which soou reached the base of 
the mount. At first the stream shot direct- 
ly down towards Hilo; but meeting some 
obstacle near the foot of the mount, its di- 
rection was changed to the north and it is 
still flowing towards Mauna Kea. 

A vast area between the mountaina is al- 
ready filled with fire, and the seene by 
night is one of terrible sublimity. ‘The red 
hot lava still rolls out of the side of the 


mountain in awful floods. It seems as if 


the bowels of Pluto were being disgorged. 
While I write our whgle atmosphere.is filled 
with lurid smoke, through which the sun 
looks down upon us with a yellow and bale- 


ful light.
